It will permit the de- 
velopment of resources of the 
river basin, an area of 
several thousand square miles. 

_ Many Natural Resources. 

These known resources include 
valuable deposits of fire clays, 
several million cords of pulpwood, 
a recently discovered lignite coal 
deposit, where more than 100,000,- 
000 tons have already, been blocked 
out, and tremendous water power 
possibilities. 

On one of these Ontario rivers, 
the Abitibi, a power plant capable 
of generating 275,000 horsepower 
is under development at a cost of, 
$23,000,000. This plant will be 
comparable’ in size to the US. 
government's $55,000,000 plant at 
Muscle Sholus, Ala. elect 

The Canadian Department of 
Interior hag announced that in

Such a route offers advantages 
over the present system of ship- 
ping Canadiin wheat to ‘Port 
Arthur and Fort William by rail, 
thence to Montreal by way of 
Great Lakes barges and then 
across the Atlantic, Not only will 
the water distance from Churchill 
to Liverpool be more than 1,000 
miles shorter than from Port 
Arthur, but the average rail haul 
from the wheat belt to Hudson 
Bay is shorter than to the Lake 
Superior ports. 

The most serious obstacle to the 
success of the Hudson Bay route 
js the ice conditions that prevail 
for several months each year in 
Hudson Strait. The bay itself
